I, Winsome St. Rose, being duly warned that willful false statements and the like 
are punishable by fine or imprisonment or both (18 U.S.C. § 1001), and may jeopardize the 
validity of any patent issuing thereon, state and declare as follows: 

1 . All statements made herein of my own knowledge are true, and statements 
made on information or belief are believed to be true and correct. 

2. I am the Senior Patent Coordinator for Roche Molecular Systems, Inc. 
("RMS"). I have served in this capacity or similar positions since June 2, 2002. 

3. I have read the Decision on Petition to Revive for this patent application. 
As described in more detail below, the entire period of the delay, until the filing of the Petition to 
Revive the abandoned application, was unintentional. Specifically, the delay from the mailing of 
the Notice of Allowance on January 9, 2002, through the mailing of the Notice of Abandonment 
on May 16, 2002, and until our discovery of these documents (Notices of Allowance and 
Abandonment) during examination of the file in September, 2006, was unintentional. 
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Furthermore, upon discovery in late August, 2006 of the abandoned status of the application, we 
filed the petition to revive on November 10, 2006. Therefore, any delay was unintentional. 

4. In my position as Senior Patent Coordinator for RMS since June 2, 2002, 1 
oversaw the timely prosecution of patent applications and coordinated work-flow between in- 
house and outside counsel on various patent matters. 

5. The complexity of this case is evidenced by the involvement of numerous 
persons and different entities located on different continents. Specifically, the inventors and the 
assignee for this application are located in Germany (Roche Diagnostics GmbH, Mannheim, 
Germany), while the in-house counsel and persons primarily responsible for the prosecution of 
the application were employed by RMS (Alameda, CA, USA) a different subsidiary of the parent 
company Hoffman-La Roche. In addition, the case was prosecuted by numerous persons, 
including in-house counsel and outside counsel from the law firm of Pennie and Edmonds, and 
later, Townsend and Townsend and Crew LLP. 

6. A central figure in the events that led to the unintentional abandonment of 
the application was Douglas Perry. Mr. Petry was a patent agent employed by RMS at the time 
the application was filed. Mr. Petry was the person to whom the Patent Office mailed the Notice 
of Allowance, and later, the Notice of Abandonment. Mr. Perry's address was listed as Roche 
Molecular Systems, 1 145 Atlantic Avenue, Alameda, CA, 94501 . Mr. Petry left RMS 
employment on July 21, 2001 (before the mailing of the Notice of Allowance on January 9, 
2002). Despite numerous attempts to change the correspondence address (see, Exhibits B, C, 
and D) the Patent Office continued to address mail to Mr. Petry, even after his departure from the 
company. 

7. In the Request to Change Correspondence Address, filed February 13, 
2001, (see, Exhibit D) the address was purposely generalized to: Roche Molecular Systems, 
Patent Department. This was done in an effort to reduce the likelihood of correspondence from 
the Patent Office being misplaced. Specifically, this change was made to force the mail clerks at 
RMS to forward any and all mail to the Patent Department at RMS. Notably, despite this effort, 
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the change was never recorded at the U.S. Patent Office and thus both the Notice of Allowance 
and the Notice of Abandonment were wrongly addressed to Mr. Perry. The Notice of Allowance 
was sent to Mr. Perry nearly three years after the first request to change the Correspondence 
Address to a different address, and nearly one year after the request generalizing the address. 

8. I have reviewed the internal RMS files for this patent application. The 
files contain all correspondence that we were aware of during the prosecution of the application 
between RMS and our outside Counsel Pennie and Edmonds, as well as any communication 
between either RMS or Pennie and Edmonds, with the U.S. Patent Office. The files do not 
contain the Notice of Allowance or the Notice of Abandonment. Further, there is no evidence in 
the file indicating that either RMS or Pennie and Edmonds was aware of the abandoned status of 
the application until the copy of the file obtained from the Patent Office was examined in late 
August 2006. It is my belief that the Notice of Allowance and the Notice of Abandonment were 
never received by either RMS or Pennie and Edmonds. Furthermore, as evidenced by the 
correspondence contained in the files kept by RMS and Pennie and Edmonds, it is my belief that 
neither RMS nor Pennie and Edmonds was aware of the Notice of Allowance or the Notice of 
Abandonment. 

9. It was not late August 2006, following the inspection of the files at the 
U.S. Patent Office that the abandoned status of the case was discovered. Therefore, the 
abandonment of the application and any perceived delay in filing a petition to revive the 
application was unintentional. 

SEQUENCE OF EVENTS 

10. A time line of events (Exhibit A) describing the prosecution of this 
application accompanies this declaration. I have reviewed this timeline, and to the best of my 
knowledge it is accurate and complete. 

11. In a Preliminary Amendment and combined Declaration/Power of 
Attorney filed April 1, 1999, prior to the entry of the case into the U.S. as a National Stage of 
International Application No. PCT/EP97/05393, the following persons were listed as having 
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Power of Attorney: Douglas A. Petry, Joseph A. Kirk, and Dennis P. Tramaloni. Douglas Petry 
was directly involved in the prosecution of the application until he left RMS on July 21, 2001 . 
Joseph P. Kirk, Jr. was not directly involved in the prosecution of the application, and was 
located in Nutley NJ, until he left Roche in early 2001. Dennis P. Tramaloni was not directly 
involved with the prosecution of this application, and is currently Senior Patent Counsel in 
Nutley, NJ. 

1 2. Exhibit (B) shows a Request for Change of Correspondence Address was 
filed by Mr. Petry on July 30, 1999. The request states that effective immediately all future 
correspondence should be sent to the address associated with Customer No. 22829. The address 
associated with Customer No. 22829 is the general correspondence address for RMS: Roche 
Molecular Systems, 1 145 Atlantic Ave., Alameda, CA, 94501. 

13. On March 22, 2000, the U.S. Patent Office mailed a Notice of Acceptance 
of the Application under 35 U.S.C. §371, granting a filing date of March 10, 2000. The 
correspondence was addressed to Douglas Petry, in spite of the Request for Change of 
Correspondence Address filed approximately eight months prior. 

14. Exhibit (C) is a copy of a paper filed by Douglas Petry on March 6, 2000. 
The paper grants Associate Power of Attorney to Victor K. Lee, who was Chief Patent Counsel 
at RMS until his departure from RMS on July 11, 2001. The paper also requested that effective 
immediately, that all future correspondence should be directed to Victor K. Lee, at Roche 
Molecular Systems, 1 145 Atlantic Ave, Alameda, CA 94501. 

15. On April 1 1 , 2000, the Patent Office Mailed out a Filing Receipt and a 
copy of the Foreign Filing License, for the Non-Provisional Application. The correspondence 
was again addressed to Douglas Petry. The communication was marked as received on April 20, 
2000. 

16. On approximately September 28, 2000, the Patent Office mailed a Notice 
to Comply with Sequence Listings. The Notice was again addressed to Douglas Petry. The 
Notice was marked as received on October 2, 2000. 
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17. On January 29, 200 1 , Victor Lee submitted the required documents in 
response to the Notice to Comply with Sequence Listing, along with a Petition for a three-month 
extension of time under 37 C.F.R. 1.136(a). 

18. Exhibit (D) shows a third Request filed by Douglas Perry on February 13, 
2001, requesting a Change of Correspondence and Fee Address for all cases that he was listed as 
being the agent of Record for RMS. The request stated that all correspondence should be 
addressed to Customer No. 22829. 

19. On March 13, 2001 , the Patent Office sent a Restriction Requirement 
addressed to Douglas Perry. The communication was stamped as received on March 16, 2001 . 

20. On April 12, 2001, Victor K. Lee filed a response to the Restriction 

Requirement. 

21. On May 25, 2001, Victor K. Lee filed an Information Disclosure 
Statement for this case. 

22. On June 5, 200 1 , the Patent Office mailed an Office Action that was 
stamped as received on June 11, 2001. The correspondence was again addressed to Douglas 
Perry, despite the three previous requests for change of correspondence. At least as of 
September 19, 2001, Pennie and Edmonds was acting as outside counsel for this file, as 
evidenced by an e-mail from Rahul Pathak of Pennie and Edmonds regarding this application. 

23 . On September 24, 200 1 , a response and a Petition for a one-month 
extension of time was filed by Rahul Pathak for Jennifer Gordon of Pennie and Edmonds (RMS's 
outside counsel). The return postcard, accompanying the amendment, was addressed to Pennie 
and Edmonds. RMS was aware of this filing. 

24. Exhibit (E) is a copy of the Power of Attorney filed by Dennis Tramaloni 
on December 13, 2001. The Power of Attorney appointed Jennifer Gordon, Nikolaus C. George 
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and George C. Jen as persons authorized to act on behalf of the assignee, Roche Diagnostics 
GmbH. 

25. On December 14, 2001, Jennifer Gordon authorized an Examiner's 
Amendment in a phone interview with Examiner Hutson. 

26. A Notice of Allowance and Notice of Draft Person's Patent Drawing 
Review was mailed by the Patent Office on January 9, 2002, addressed to Mr. Petry at RMS. 
There is no record of RMS or Pennie and Edmonds ever having received the Notice of 
Allowance or the Draft Person's Patent Drawing Review. 

27. On March 7, 2002, Rahul Pathak at Pennie and Edmonds filed an 
amendment under 37 C.F.R. §1.121 to amend the specification by adding an abstract, identical to 
that of the International Application No. PCT/EP97/05393. The amendment did not refer to the 
Notice of Allowance mailed by the Patent Office on January 9, 2002, nor did the amendment 
refer to the defects in the drawings as indicated by the Draft Person's Patent Drawing Review 
that accompanied the Notice of Allowance mailed on January 9, 2002. Thus as far I am aware, 
neither RMS nor RMS's outside counsel (Pennie and Edmonds) was aware of the Notice of 
Allowance. 

28. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed by the Patent Office on May 1 6, 
2002. The Notice of Abandonment was also addressed to Douglas Petry at RMS, despite the 
numerous previous requests for a change of correspondence address. As with the Notice of 
Allowance, there is no record of either RMS or Pennie and Edmonds having ever received the 
Notice of Abandonment. 

29. I am not aware, nor is there any evidence in RMS's files, of any 
correspondence from the Patent Office or the Examiner that the issue fee was due or that the 
application was abandoned until we received the copy of the file history in August, 2006 (as 
discussed later). As far as I am aware, no one from RMS or Pennie and Edmonds communicated 
with any representative at the Patent Office, or each other, regarding the existence of the Notice 
of Allowance or inquiring if the abandonment of the application was intentional.

30. On approximately January 29, 2004, the responsibility for prosecution of 
the application was transferred from RMS to Townsend and Townsend and Crew LLP as part of 
a file transfer including at least 17 different applications. At the time the case was transferred, 
RMS believed the application to be pending (as evidenced by the redacted Status Report shown 
in Exhibit H) and that the Patent Office had not yet responded to the amendment filed on 
September 24, 2001 or the amendment under 37 C.F.R. §1.121 filed on March 7, 2002. 

3 1 . Exhibit (I) is a copy of an assignment (with execution dates between 
6/16/04 and 7/28/04) and Power of Attorney on behalf of Roche Diagnostics GmbH, filed with 
the Patent Office on August 20, 2004. The Correspondence Address was listed as Charles M. 
Doyle, Roche Molecular Systems, 1 145 Atlantic Ave. Alameda, CA 94501. This reflects RMS's 
belief at that point that the application was still pending, as there is no reason to assign an 
abandoned application. 

32. Exhibit (K) is a communication dated September 3, 2004, from the Patent 
Office to Charles M. Doyle at RMS confirmed the recordation of the assignment. There was no 
mention, however, by the Patent Office that the application was abandoned. 

33 . Exhibit (J) is a copy of a revocation and new Power of Attorney and 
Correspondence Address to be associated with Customer No. 41504 filed by George Jen on 
October 4, 2004. The return postcard from the Patent Office was dated October 7, 2004, and was 
sent to Townsend and Townsend and Crew LLP. Again, this correspondence from RMS 
indicated that RMS did not know the application was abandoned. 

34. During the period from October 2004, until August 2006, RMS believed 
that the application was pending. Furthermore, RMS believed that the delay was due to the 
backlog of applications at the Patent Office. 

35. On January 6, 2006, a communication was received from the Patent Office 
noting the Customer Number Record was changed to Customer No. 22829, as filed on August 
20, 2004, nearly 16 months earlier, but the Patent Office made no mention in the communication 
that the application had been abandoned approximately three and one-half years earlier. 
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36. On or around June 2005, this application was listed as part of a settlement 
between Hoffman-La Roche (the parent company of RMS) and another entity. This settlement 
prompted RMS to investigate the status of the application. 

37. In January 2006, RMS attempted to check on the status of the file. The 
electronic file history in PAIR, however, was not accessible to the legal department at RMS. 
Even though the customer number for RMS (22829) was listed, RMS did not have access to the 
application through Private PAIR. It was believed that this delay was also due to the backlog at 
the Patent Office and may have been complicated by the need for repeated Request for Change 
of Customer Number and Correspondence Address that had been filed in this case. RMS 
therefore began the process to gain access to the file at the U.S. Patent Office. 

38. On August 16, 2006, Landon IP Inc. was given the power to inspect and 
make copies of the files. See, Exhibit (L). 

39. The Power to Inspect was given to employees of Landon IP Inc. to gain 
access to the file at the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office because RMS was unable to access the 
application through Private PAIR. As a result of the inspection of the file at the Patent Office in 
August 2006, RMS discovered for the first time that a Notice of Allowance had been mailed on 
January 9, 2001, and that the application had been abandoned on May 16, 2002, for failure to pay 
the issue fee. 

40. After the discovery of the abandoned status of the application, RMS began 
the process of identifying what may have happened and reviewed the RMS files, various meeting 
notes, and the original files from Pennie and Edmonds, which at this point were in storage due to 
the previous dissolution of Pennie and Edmonds as a law firm. RMS then worked with 
Townsend and Townsend and Crew on coordinating the Petition to Revive the application. 

41 . On November 10, 2006, a Petition to Revive the application, along with 
the Issue Fee and a new Power of Attorney for Customer No. 41504, was filed with the Patent 
Office. This Petition to Revive was Denied as indicated in the Decision on Petition mailed 
September 18, 2007. 
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42. In summary, the entire period of delay, from the mailing of the Notice of 



Allowance to the time RMS discovered the abandoned status of the application on or about 
August 24, 2006, for failure to pay the issue fee was not intended by any person at RMS. Upon 
discovery by RMS of the abandoned status of the application, a Petition to Revive the application 
for unintentional delay was prepared and timely filed. Because the application was never 
published, only the agents of record had access to the application transaction history through 
Private PAIR. Furthermore, due to delays on the part of the Patent Office in correcting the 
change of correspondence address and in granting power of attorney, persons associated with the 
prosecution of the application were not able to perform status checks or inspect the file. Thus, it 
was presumed that the application was pending and that the Patent Office was merely behind 
schedule in prosecuting the application. Further, due to the large number of persons involved in 
prosecuting the application, both in-house, as well as outside counsel, and the collapse of the first 
outside counsel's law firm, there was a lack of effective communication that may have 
contributed to the unintentional abandonment. Accordingly, the entire delay in payment of the 
issue fee, in filing the initial Petition to Revive the Application, and in filing this Renewed 
Petition under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) was unintentional.
